protracted, (occupying about 55 
minutes) owing to the time required lo re­ 
move the cancerous deposits, which could 
tint f>e effected by the primary amputation. 
The process, however, proved too much for 
his already exhausted energies; he was 
found to be gradually sinking nesr the close 
• •f the operation, and din! shortly after the 
dressing was completed, continuing entire­ 
ly insensible to the last, from the etlecis of 
chloroform.

At that time, Cutler had beau

as to the rioters. 
At the bottom o f Fair 
street, a cart or wagon na* waiting to re­ 
ceive him, upon which he was mounted, 
and a machine, similar to a yoke, w as put 
round his neck, which kept him i i i att erect 
position. 
Ile was then hauled through 
several streets at the South End, aud pelt­ 
ed with various missiles on the way. 
Indi­ 
viduals were seen to mount the cart, direct 
abusive language to Cutler, and then strike 
him while perfectly helpless. After a while, 
he was liberated at tbs lower part of the 
town, ami taken hack to 
his hoarding 
house, when Dr. Perkins was called in,who 
found him badly bruised about the bead 
and face, though not dangerously injured. 
A meeting of the citizens was holden the 
next forenoon, upon the call of the Select­ 
men, at which it was voted to choose a 
Committee of ten, to he joined with the 
Selectmen of the town, who were instruct­ 
ed to prosecute to the extent of the law, all 
persons known to be engaged i i i the riot.— 
Flic action of the town,and the unanimous 
feeling exhibited, affords unmistakeable ev­ 
idence that our citizens arc a law-abiding 
people, and will not sustain or screen the 
known violaters of the law.

— T w o gentlemen 
reached this city yesterday morning from 
St. Paul iii the steamer Excelsior, who 
have been on a hunting and exjdoring ex­ 
pedition over the Plains, and as far north 
as the settlements of Selkirk and Pembina, 
oil the lied River of the North. 
Their ar­ 
rival at St. Paul is announced iii the M i n ­ 
nesota Pioneer, of tile 14th inst. in the fol­ 
lowing manner : 
" T w o gentlemen, of Her Majesty, Queen 
Victoria s Guards, Hon. 
Edward Stewart 
Worrier and Hon. W. Coke, have just a r ­ 
illed in St. Paul, on their return from a 
hunt iii the Buffalo ranges of the Bed R iv ­ 
er of the North, having been absent oil a 
furlough of five months. 
These gentle­ 
men report the unusual success of I heir 
partv, having keen as many as 200 
B u f f a lo 
cows killed iii a single fortunate drive by a 
party of HO horsemen, mostly half-breeds. 
Fhe hunters swept over the range fur north­ 
west of Devil’s Luke, killing all the B u f f a l o 
they desired." 
I ii addition, we learn from these gentle­ 
men that they left St. Paul, on the 25th ol 
August, with a party consisting of only five 
persons; aud, after many singular adven­ 
tures, 
innumerable incidents, hardships, 
*JLc., intermixed with a great deal of genu­ 
ine sport, they were so fortunate as to es­ 
cape all danger from hostile Indians, and 
returned after a three month’s trip, safely 
lo St. Paul, where they arrived on the 12th 
mat. 
During their ramble they visited 
Pembina, 
Selkirk Settlement, and Fort 
Garry, and from the census recently taken, 
learned that Pembina and the settlement 
thereto attached, contained about 1,200 in­ 
habitants, and Fort Carry, the English trad­ 
ing post and environs about 3,000. 
They 
represent that tar off country, 
i i i a quiet 
state, and the inhabitants in as prosperous 
aud happy a condition as circumstances 
will admit. 
'File inhabitants o f Selkirk 
were in a partial state of revolt against usur­ 
pations aud restrictions imposed upon their 
commerce by the Hudson Bay Company 
aud unless something isdone by the British 
government to relieve their grievances it is 
thought that an open eruption will ulti­ 
mately take place. 
Emigration from the 
English to the American Possessions in 
that quarter, w as on the increase, aud from 
a small trading post, Pembina, the Ameri­ 
can settlement has risen to a place of some 
importance, and n«ivv contains, as by the 
recent census taken, 1,200 inhabitants. 
Messrs. Wortley and Coke bring no 
new* of importance. 
O n their return they 
were delayed several days by losing their 
way on the plains, the w hole country hav­ 
ing been burnt by the Indians, large war 
parties of whom were constantly moving in 
almost every direction.
